The application has been amended as follows: 

Cancel claims 1-4, 6-7, 22-24. 

Claim 12 line 9, after " configured to" insert — substantially entirely" 

Line 11, after " outside doors", insert — and in contact with an inner face of 
the outside door and an outer face of the inside door — 

Claim 21 line 2, replace [ at least one.... structure, and ] with — a columbarium structure 
defining a plurality of niches, and each niche — 

Line 12, after " for removal", insert ; 

wherein the columbarium further comprising a resilient material 
between the inside and outside doors and in contact with the inner face of the outside door and 
the outer face of the inside door, a ledge extending from the columbarium structure in proximity 
to the bottom wall of at least one niche, wherein the horizontal ledge is configured to support a 
lower edge of the outside door 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 12-15, 17-18, 21 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art does not 
provide sufficient motivation to modify either Omeechevarria (3958378) or Downey (912368) to 
show an inside door configured to cover the open end of the niche and attached to the 
columbarium structure by a first set of tamper resistant hardware, an outside door configured to 
cover the inside door and attached to the columbarium structure by a second set of tamper 
resistance hardware such that an inner face of the outside door is supported by an outer face of 
the inside door, the outside door is configured to conceal the first set of tamper resistance 
hardware, a resilient material between the inside and the outside doors and in contact with an 
inner face of the outside door and an outer face of the inside door in combination with other 
claimed limitations.
